To UN Proposal 


LAKE SUCCESS. Jan. 15-T he 
United States continued prepar­ 
ations through diplomatic talks 
today for a swift condemnation 
of Communist China as an ag­ 
gressor in Korea in the event 
the UN peace bid is rejected by 
Peiping. 
The 60-member political com ­ 
mittee late Saturday evening in­ 
structed the UN secretary gen­ 
eral to transm it to Peiping the 
five-point peace bid drafted by 
its three-m an truce group.

NO JUST CONTROLS 
VOLUNTARY price controls are to be re­ 


placed by compulsory regulations in a few 
weeks because most producers are unable 


to hold the line on prices after having fail­ 


ed to hold it on wages. 
Robert Nathan, a leftwinger, in a report 


to the CIO in 1947 that was widely publi­ 
cized, argued that corporations could con­ 
tinue to increase wages without boosting 
prices. All responsible economists attacked 
his fallacious reasoning. 
A difficulty in attempting to link general 
price policy with general wage policy is 
th a t the co^t of labor in relation to total 
costs varies widely by industries. Wages 
paid to production workers average 40 per 
cent of the vclue of all manufactured prod­ 
ucts. But the ratio is more than 50 per cent 
in som e industries and less than 25 per cent 
In others.

PUBLIC HOUSING FLOP 
REM EM BER that public housing pro­ 
gram the social reformers said was abso­ 
lutely necessary to supplement private en­ 
terprise in curing the ills of the have-nots? 
Th eprogram was to subsidize 135.000 low- 
rent units annually for six years. Now it is 
revealed that only 11,100 such units have 
been started since July, 1949. 
As is usual with social planners, all they 
could cook up was a batch of highly extrav­ 
agant designs. Then the costs of building 
m aterial and labor began to go up and up. 
The m oney allotted by Congress was lim it­ 
ed and the planners found them selves 
stym ied. 
All of this is a lucid sidelight on the oper­ 
ations of the government in business. It al­ 
ways progresses more slowly than private 
enterprise and is more costly. Both the lll- 
housed and the taxpayers ought to wonder 
why it ever seem ed a good idea to go rn 
for public housing. 


PLENTY OF MANPOWER 
THOSE WHO have charge of the defense 
program are turning their eyes in the di­ 
rection of manpower. Robert C. Goodwin, 
defense manpower director, says the task 
of recruiting for both military and produc­ 
tion needs w ill be m u ch easier now than it 
was during the last war.

I do not find a first 
name and Black was not called as a wit­ 
ness, so maybe he is dead or something. 
Whatever becam e of Black, he was a 
Communist and he wanted Gold to be a 
member of the Communist Party. Gold had 
no wish to be a Communist. He was willing i 
to be a spy, but not a Communist. He ap­ 
parently felt that it was immoral and inde­ 
cent to be a Communist, but not to be a 
spy. In this curious amoral world in which 
we live in a spiraling paganism, treason 
seem s to a man not to be a crime. 
| 
This testimony is pertinent: 
“The witness (Gold): The first (reason) 
was a debt of gratitude to Black because of 
the fact that he had gotten me a job in the 
worst years of the Depression, the worst 
months of the Depression, in February of - 
1933, just before the bank holiday. We were 
a family with a fierce sort of pride and we j 
would have hated to go on relief—B l a c k 
saved us from that. The second reason in 
addition to the one of a genuine desire to 
help the people of the Soviet Union, the 
second reason was that I got Black off my j 
neck about joining the Communist Party. 
I didn’t want to. I didn’t like them .” 
Now, figure that one. He is grateful to 
Black; he wants to help the people of the 
Soviet Union and he becomes a spy, steal­ 
ing the military secrets of the American ! 
people, but he will not be a Communist. ‘ 
Why? 
Read this: 
“Q. You did not like the C om m unist! 
party? 
“A. No; I thought they were a lot of 
wacked-up Bohem ians.” 
This is hard to follow no matter how you 1 
read it and I wonder how Judge Irving j 
Kaufman or the jury could follow Gold’s ! 
logic. In a word, he disliked American 
Communists, preferring the Russian brand. 
This bit of evidence shows how Russia 
worked in America: 
i 
‘*Q. You told us that you were not a 
member of the Communist Party. Is that 
correct? 
A, I never was a member of the Com­ 
munist Party. 
Q. You mean you were not a dues-paying 
member? 
A. I was not a member. I never wanted 
to. and I never becam e one, and I was told 
I by the first Soviet superior I ever had to 
stay away from them, never to read the 
Daily Worker, never to go near them. 
There are many such men and women in 
this country, some of whom are jumping 
j on the bandwagon now, fearful lest they be 
discovered. Many who today say that they 
are anti-Communist, but who have a record 
of service in the interest of Soviet Russia, 
| say since 1938, need to do more than sug­ 
gest that they have changed their minds— 
particularly as it is now a Communist pol­ 
icy to go underground. Lots of Americans 
did worse things that Gold did. In m ag a­ 
zines, on the radio, in universities, t h e y 
[corrupted the minds of our people. Now, 
they are denying but they are not renounc­ 
ing their past. They are fooling no one.

DIET A N D H E A LTH 


A Ringworm Infection Can 
Occur in the Fingernails 


By HIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M D . 
LIKE every other part of the 
body, the nails have their afflic­ 
tions and, in addition, they may 
be adversely affected by diseases 
of a general nature. 
One of the most common of the 
disorders of the nails Is ring­ 
worm Infection, often accom­ 
panied by infection of the skin 
of the hands and the feet by the 
same parasite. 
Though ringworm brings about 
destruction of the nails, it causes 
no pain. If the condition is sus­ 
pected, a definite diagnosis can 
be made by examination, under 
the microscope, of scrapings from 
the nails. 


Forme of Treatment 
A number of forms of treat­ 
ment for the condition have been 
advised. The preparation known 
as Whitfield’s ointment, used In 
double strength after the nails 
have been scraped, may be help­ 
ful. X-ray treatments are also 
useful. The surgical removal of 
the nails has been tried, but this 
will not produce a permanent 
cure. Treatment with prepara­ 
tions of silver nitrate has also 
been successful. 
Psoriasis Is another disorder 
which may afreet the nails as w ell 
as the skin. In the latter, there 
are scaly patches on the knees, 
elbows, and other parts of the 
body. 


When 
psoriasis 
affects 
the 
nails, the nails separate from 
the 
n ail bed and 
becom e 
loosened, meanwhile changing 
their color to a yellowish-brown. 
They bec me shortened and may 
eventually be destroyed. 
This is also a difficult disorder 
to treat sucessfully. though the 
preparation known an cignolin, 
painted on with a brush, may 
give good results. Salicylate salves 
also are used. X-ray treatments 
have also been employed in this 
condition with benefit. Treat­ 
ment with arse nic preparations, 
given by in cc ion into a muscle, 
have helped some patients 
It is well recognised that cer­ 
tain disturbances of the nails 
may be due to a deficiency of vi- 
tamins. In these cases there are 
depressions or dents crosswise on 
I the natl and there are lines which 
run lengthwise In severe cases 
I there may be actual nail des’rue- 
. lion. 
The B-complex vitamins seem 
to be the most important ones 
in so far as these nail disorders 
are concerned. When large quan- 
titles of these vitamins are ad­ 
ministered, Improvement prompt- 
I ly results.

lar level of World War II today

Mr. Truman, in his budget 
m essage, asked about SSD bil­ 
lion—which m ay be increased 
—to m aintain a 3.500,000-man 
U . S. arm ed force as “ a pow­ 
erful deterrent to Comm unist 
aggression” during 
the 
1952 
fiscal year. 
He asked SIO billion to bring 
total m ilitary appropriations to 
$52 billion for the current fiscal 
year, and said the m ilitary w ill 
get the “ bulk” of SIO billion re­ 
quested for foreign aid.

Ohio State Em ployment Center 
m ade 563 job placem ents, Man­ 
ager C. C. Thom as has reported, j 
He said more than 22,775 visits 
were m ade to the 
local office 
during the year. These v i s i t s 
were m ade by individuals m ak­ 
ing applications for work, filing 
claim s for unem ploym ent bene- i 
fit* and employers looking for 
qualified workers, or seeking in- I 
formation about the labor m a r - 1 
ket, counseling, testing and su­ 
pervisory training services of-; 
fered. 
Of the total placements, 246 
were women, 107 veterans and 
five handicapped. 
A total of 819 new applications 
for work were processed during 
the year, of which 162 were vet­ 
erans, 323 were women and five ; 
were handicapped workers. 
The Circleville office offered 
fulltime counseling services to 
assist workers to determ ine their 
occupational abilities 
This service helps all job se e k -; 
ers, especially disabled veterans 
and handicapped workers and 
other w orkers with occupational 
adjustm ent problem s to learn the 
type of work for which they are 
best fitted.

• 
IN THE FUELD of tm ploy ar 
relations there were a total of 
242 contacts m ade during t h e 
year. Despite a surplus of some 
types of w orkers, there remains 
an insufficient supply in certain 
p artic u la r skills. 
For example, 
m achinists, farm hands, dom es­ 
tic w orkers, girls for assembly 
work and certain types of un­ 
skilled labor. 
The em ploym ent center oper­ 
ates a complete farm placement 
section staff for the purpose of 
servicing all types of farm ers in 
this area. The office will accept 
job orders from all types of em ­ 
ployers and applications for em ­ 
ploym ent from all types of work­ 
ers, even though jobless benefits 
are payable only to workers of 
covered employers. 
Generally speaking, jobless 
benefits are not available to 
agricultural, domestic, educa­ 
tional and government work­ 
ers.

said all employers 
and all jobseekers are entitled 
to use the local em ploym ent cen­ 
ter, which is a p art of state gov­ 
ernm ent offering services with­ 
out charge. 
During the coming months as
